There cannot, therefore, be the slightest doubt | 
that the unfortunate man was killed by the ad- 
ministration ef arsenic, and his body afterwards | 
hung to the tree where it was found. The 
supposition that he took the poison voluntarily 
for the purpose of self-destruction, and hung! 
himself besides, is too preposterous to be enter- | 
tained fora moment. No. ‘The poison must | 
have been treacherously or forcibly adiminister-

The Free Soil papers, we believe without ex- 
ception, imitate the American and Foreign 
Auti-Slavery Society, in approving and vindi- 
eating the silence of Kossuth on the slavery 
question. The Boston Commonwealth is quite 
out of humor with the Liberator, for its sayings 
—and talks about the lack of “common sense” 
inits Elitor, The Truc Democrat says, ‘‘ex- 
tremes have met,”’ Garrison and the ultra slave- 
holders, in their opposition to Kossuth. To 
this Mr. Garrison replies that Free Soilers and 
Union men, seem to have an unaccountable fra- 
ternity inthe support of liberty in Europe, by 
silence about slavery in America. And really 
to us, the mecting of these two latter classes on 


this platform of silence, seems a little more { 


questionable in point of policy, then the former. 


It is truc that whatever silence prevails in re- 
gard to American Slavery, is compensated for 
vy Unwonted noise and confusion about Euro- 
pean freedom. But with that we ure not alto- 
gether satisticd. 

We have always thought that Kossuth was 
less to be censured for his silence, than the del- 
egation of the American and Foreign Socicty, 
for before hand inviting and endorsing it. 

The itollowing rebuke for this complicity be- 
fore the fact, —comes to us across the Atlantic 
most timely.
